Nixon asks mail rate 
hike to 10 cents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on asked Congress today to raise the 
first class mail rate to 10 cents to fi­ 
nance a 6 per cent pay raise for postal 
workers and other government employes. 
In a message 
to the House and Sen­ 
ate, the President also asked for ac­ 
celeration of collection of gift and inheri­ 
tance taxes to help pay for increases 
retroactive to last Dec. 27, 
as nego­ 
tiated Thursday by the government and 
postal unions. 
He said the 10-cent letter rate — 4 
cents above the present rate and leap­ 
frogging a 7-cerit plan included by Nixon 
in his budget message — would produce 
added 
revenues of about $2.3 billion, 
about $1.7 
billion more than he anti­ 
cipated in his budget proposal. 
While Nixon listed the $2.3 billion in­ 
come from a 10-cent stamp alone, As­ 
sistant Postmaster General James Har­ 
grove told reporters later that it would 
also cover increases 
in other postal 
rates. 
Hargrove said rates for second class 
mail would be raised 12 per cent; single 
pieces of third class mail, 67 per cent, 
and bulk third class mail, 5 per cent. 


In addition, he said the Interstate Com­ 
merce 
Commission would 
be asked 
to raise parcel post rates by 15 per cent. 
The President urged Congress to ap­ 
prove the 
6 per cent across-the-board 
pay increase affecting well over 5 mil­ 
lion 
civilian and military 
employes 
of the federal government. 
In his message, the President 
also 
renewed his plea for post office reform. 
An additional 8 per cent increase in pay 
for Postal employes was contingent on 
postal reform. 
“ Immediately upon enactment of pos­ 
tal reform, the process of collective 
bargaining will begin,” Nixon said. “ In 
recognition of improvements in postal 
operations, the results of such bar­ 
gaining will include an increase in wag­ 
es of at least 8 percent in addition to the 
government - wide increase. 
“ It has also been agreed in negotia­ 
tions this week that the inequities cre­ 
ated 
by 
the need 
to wait 21 years 
to move from the entry to the top rate 
in postal job classification 
should be 
removed by reducing this to an 8-year 
period.”

ing that the federal mediator, who met 
individually with company

officials, merely asked to be brought 
up to date on the negotiations. 
“ There has been no refusal to meet 
with 
union officials.”

spokesman 
said. “ We 
have not been 
asked to meet with the union.” 
There has not been a meeting of the 
two groups since two days before the 
strike began. 


wage agreement reached Thursday in 
Washington. 
Drivers refused to end 
their strikes in St. Louis, and Cleve­ 
land and new strikes began today in 
St. Paul, Minn., and Tampa, Fla. 
Violence was reported at Cleveland 
where police said the windshield of 
a truck was shot out near the down­ 
town area. 
No injuries were reported. 
National union and industry leaders, 
who reached agreement in Washington 
Thursday on a 27.5 per cent pay raise 
for 450,000 Teamsters over the next 
three years, turned their attention today 
to the Chicago Independent Truck Drivers 
Union, Teamsters Local 705, which is 
not bound by the tentative national agree­ 
ment. 
The Chicago local is negotiating with 
truckers there for a separate contract. 
Sources close to the Washington talks 
warned that failure of the Chicago nego­ 
tiators to accept the tentative national 
agreement could wreck it. Three years 
ago, bargaining in Chicago resulted in 
higher terms than the national agree­ 
ment and those terms were then adopted 
nationally.

acting president 
Frank E. Fitzsimmons, flew to Chicago 
to join the talks, which affect more than 
50,000 truck drivers.

Judiciary committee majority 
nixes maneuver on Carswell 


WASHINGTON (UPB - Ten of the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee’s 17 members 
today urged defeat of a move to return 
Judge HarroldCarswell’s Supreme Court 
nomination to the committee. 
Although the 10 senators did not say 
so, their one-paragraph statement clear­ 
ly implied that even if the reeommital 
move won, it would not achieve its pur­ 
pose of killing the Carswell nomination. 
A vote is set for 1 p.m. EST Monday 
on the move by anti-Carswell forces to 
send the nomination back to committee. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R-Mich., as­ 
sistant Senate Republican leader, claim­ 
ed 49 solid votes against the recommi- 
tal move. That would be enough to defeat 
it since four senators will be absent 
when the vote is taken. 
Griffin, a Carswell 
supporter, re­ 
leased the statement on behalf of the 
Judiciary committee members. 
They said: “ The undersigned, being a 


majority of the members of the Senate 
Judicary Committee, believe that no use- 
tul purpose would be served by further 
hearings before the committee on the 
matter of Judge Carswell and, there­ 
fore, urge our colleagues of the Senate 
to vote against the motion to recom­ 
mit on Monday, April 6.” 
It was signed by Republican Sens. Grif- 
fin; Roman L. Hruska, Neb.; Hugh Scott, 
Pa.; Hiram L. Fong, Hawaii; Strom Thur­ 
mond, S.C.; and Marlow W. Cook, Ky.; 
and Democratic Sens. James O, East’ 
land, Miss.; the committee chairman, 
John L. McClellan, Ark.; Sam J. Erl 
vin Jr., N.C., and Robert C 
Byrd 
W. Va. 
Their stand indicated that if the nom- 
ination is sent back to the committee, 
there are enough votes to send it back 
to the Senate floor again. Under ordin­ 
ary circumstances, a vote to recommit a 
nomination generally means it is dead. 


SEOUL

cal Japanese Communist students to­

released 103 hostage. Pyongyang 
immediately 
reneged on its promise 
to return the plane. 


The Boeing 727 
which had sat at 
Seoul’s 
Kimpo 
Airport for 79 hours 
took off with nine members of the Seki- 
gunhan 
(Red Army splinter group of 
the Communist 
Party) who seized the 
plane, three weary crew members and 
Shinjiro Yamamura, 36, Japan's Par­ 
liamentary 
vice minister of transpor­ 
tation. 


Pyongyang Radio had announced the 
plane, 
Yamamura and the crew head­ 
ed 
by Capt. Shinji Ishida, 47, would 
be immediately released, 
but once 
the plane had taken off North Korea 
said, “ the situation has changed” and 
it could no longer promise the men would 
be released immediately. 


The statement raised the possibility 
the Boeing 727 would join the U.S. Navy 
intelligence vessel USS 
Pueblo and a 
hijacked South Korean airliner in per­ 
manent Communist custody. The North 
Korean Red Cross said it would not be 
duped by “ insidious intrigues” of Jap­ 
anese authorities and return the hijack­ 
ers either. 


The 103 persons released after their 
long hours of detention since the plane 
was 
hijacked 
Tuesday on a flight 
from Japan to Fukuoka 
were four ste­ 
wardesses and 99 passengers, ending 
the longest and one of the most bizarre 
hijack cases in history. 


Hostess Junko 
Kubota 
said 
life 
with the hijackers was “ just like hell.” 
She said 
they moved through the plane 
swinging Samurai 
swords and waving 
daggers, 
tied 
male 
passengers to 
their 
seats with nylon ropes and ruled 
with supreme authority. 


She said an elaborate 
ruse to make 
the hijackers 
think 
they had land­ 
ed at Pyongyang worked at first and the 
hijackers apologized to the passengers 
for the trouble. But when they realized 
they 
had been tricked their mood be­ 
came angry. 
“ We were in constant 
tension be­ 
cause we could not even 
move 
or 
stand up,” Miss Kubota 
said. “ They 
would shout out right away when we made 
the slightest move. It was pure hell.”

Army Corps of Engineers 
secondary payload, designated TOPo-A,

been presented for approval,” she said. 
Mrs. Robinson was r» ferring to a let­ 
ter 
written this week to the Board of 
Supervisors who sit as the County Wat­ 
er Agency in water matters affecting the 
county. 
Dunlap 
said “ Without your 
support, it is unlikely the Project will 
succeed; and similarily without our sup­ 
port it is unlikely the state Project can 
succeed.” 
Mrs. Robinson charged that Dunlap 
had assumed 
“the role of spokesman 
for Lompoc without authorization.” “ A 
great many people in Lompoc and the 
surrounding communities do not approve 
of the Lompoc Project, especially those 
who realize how much they would have 
to pay for water they do not need. The 
district he represents is only one third 
of Lompoc and he only carried this dis­ 
trict by a narrow margin of 439 to 417 
votes.” 
She charged that commercial inter­ 
ests were behind the Lompoc Project 
because they believed It would be a fac­ 
tor in attracting industry. Then 
she 
noted: “ They overlook the fact that the 
farming in the dam area Is equal to a

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Key Assembly committee in approval 


of two-year legislative sessions 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPIV-The 
Assembly Elections Committee 
Thursday placed its stamp of 
approval on Assembly Speaker 
Robert T. Monagan’s plan to 
authorize continuous two-year 
legislative sessions. 
The proposal, in the form of 
a 
constitutional 
amendment, 
provides for a modified version 
of the congressional system. 
Currently, the legislature con­ 
venes each January and ad­ 
journs the annual session about 
eight months later. 
The Tracy Republican’s plan, 
barked by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
was 
sent 
to the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Although only five assembly­ 
men were present when the 
vote was taken and seven votes 
were 
needed 
for 
approval, 
committee chairman PaulPrio- 
lo, R-Pacific Palisades, ruled 
absent 
members favored the 
legislation. 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
Frank Murphy of Santa Cruz 
objected to the proposal, saying 
only, “ I don’t like it.” 


Major features of Monagan’s 
plan are: 


—The legislature would re­ 
main in continuous session for 
two years beginning the first 
Monday 
in 
December 
after 
each general election. 
—The legislature would enact 
an open meeting law for its 
houses and committees. Now, 
the legislature is not required 
to meet in public but normally 
does. 


-Bills could remain alive for 
two years. Now, there is a 
logjam of legislation at the end 
of each annual session and dead 
bills often are reintroduced in 
January, resulting 
in 
extra 
printing costs 
estimated 
at 
*130,000. 


—Most new laws would take 
effect 
Jan. 
1. 
Now 
they 
normally take effect 90 days 
after 
the end of a general 
session. 
Urgency 
measures 
would go into effect immediate­ 
ly, as now. 


-New legislators would take 
office in December instead of 
January. 


—The governor would be able 
to 
call 
the legislature into 
session 
if 
lawmakers 
were 
recessed to handle emergency 
problems. 


The plan would eliminate the 
current five-day special session 
held 
to 
consider overriding 
gubernatorial vetoes.

Lindsay gets mixed greetings 
at University Charter Day speech 


STANFORD 
(UPI) - In twc 
Bay Area appearances, 
New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
was slighted by conservatives, 
heckled 
by 
militants, 
and 
"heered by thousands of enthu­ 
siastic students. 


Lindsay spoke Thursday at 
Charter Day ceremonies at the 
University of California’s Berk­ 
eley 
campus 
and 
later 
at 
Memorial Church in Stanford, 
(n both speeches he lashed out 
at both government repression 
and 
tactics 
of 
violence 
by 
dissenters. 


Lindsay was the University of 
California’s 102nd annualChar- 
ter Day speaker and the first 
one not to receive an honorary 
degree. The conservative Board 
of Regents, led by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, 
would not vote him 
one. 
Lindsay 
quipped 
that 
he 
received a “ warm note” from 
Reagan when he arrived at his 
hotel. 
“ It said, best wishes fo ra 
warm 
and 
fruitful 
stay 
in 
California. It was addressed: 
‘Occupant.’ ” 


But 
he received a special 
university citation, and three 
standing ovations from most of 
the crowd of 12,000 at the 
outdoor ceremonies at an open 
theater above the campus. 
About 50 jiersons in the crowd 
held up signs criticizing Lind­ 
say for the prosecution of 21 
Black Panthers in New York. 
They chanted “ out of Vietnam” 
and “ Free the 21” through the 
entire program, including Lind­ 
say’s speech. 


Lindsay found no hecklers 
and 
plenty 
of 
enthusiastic 
support at Stanford where he 
reiterated 
his 
theme 
that 
“ violence 
and 
terror 
are 
cowardly and immoral.” 


He drew prolonged applause 
from his mostly-student aud­ 
ience when he pleaded “ not to 
open up a new frontier for 
violence, but to stop it once and 
for all.” 


But just as dangerous for the 
whole nation, he said, is the 
temptation 
to 
move 
toward 
repression. 
“ The risks of freedom are far 
more 
preferable 
than 
the 
certainties of 
tyranny,” 
he 
emphasized. 


Lindsay, who was a member 
ot the Kerner Commission on 
Civil Disorders, said that “ if 
there was polarization then, I 
find subtle ominous and terribly 
silent dissention now.” 
“ What no enemy could do to 
us, we are doing to ourselves.” 
Lindsay drew loud applause 
when he said the Vietnam war 
is being “ fought in pursuit of 
false promises, and is a war 
which must be stopped.” 
He noted that there has been 
a 
“ truce 
in 
the 
war 
on 
poverty,” because the Vietnam 
struggle has been given prece­ 
dent. 
He said the nation is in a 
“ delicate period of balance,” 
and “ if the answer is more 
repression, this would be so 
dangerous I find it hard to 
imagine what the future will 
be...we cannot heal society by 
stifling 
the 
cries 
of 
the 
patient.”

Andersen’s, succeed in getting 
a pole sign 53 feet high and 


200 square 
feet- in sign area, 
for the new motel on Highway 
246 just east of Andersen's 
Split Pea Restaurant complex. 
The present sign ordinance 
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allows such signs to be a max­ 
imum of 30 feet high and 100 
square feet in sign area. 
But what Clyde said he fears 
is that this will become the 
new pattern now for freeway- 
oriented businesses, as an ex­ 
ample has been set. 
First case expected to be 
ruled on as a result of the 
Buellton decision is the com­ 
plaint of the new Holiday Inn 
management in Goleta Valley 
that its sign along U.S. 101- 
granted in accord with county 
ordinance restrictions - is too 
small to attract freeway trade.

He claims if the bill passes, 
the efforts by the city council 
to keep from raising Lompoc’s 
tax 
rate, 
will have been in 
vain. 
Assemblyman 
William Bag- 
ley of San Rafael is author of 
the bill and also chairman of 
the committee. 
Earlier this week Wahlers 
stated if the bill passes, Lom­ 
poc 
residents will be paying 
towards the education of more 
students in the Lompoc Uni­ 
fied School District who live 
outside of the city limits than 
to students who live within the 
city.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — The race issue that troubled the 
Masters Golf Tournament last year has simmered in one 
respect, but is boiling in another. 
The pressure to place a black man in the prestigious, 
tradition-laden tournament has been replaced by a concern 
for the safety of a white man. 
Gary Player, the fine South African golfer and former 
Masters champion < 1961), has been the target of threats 
and, last year, had rocks thrown at him during the U.S. 
Open in Dayton. 
Arthur Ashe, the black tennis champion, was refused a 
visa to participate in a 
tennis tournament in South 
Africa 
because 
of 
that 
country’s 
rigid 
apartheid 
laws. And Ashe has said he 
tears for Player’s life, the 
resentment toward Player's 
country 
being 
so 
strong 
among certain whites in 
America. Bodyguards now 
encircle him in each tour* 
na/nent here 
Player, it would seem, is 
an unlikely symbol of a 
racist mentality. In fact, 
he recently suggested that 
he play top black pros like 
Charlie Sifford, Lee Elder and Pete Brown, with all pro­ 
ceeds going to a fund for blacks. 
At the Augusta National Golf Club, Augusta. Ga.. added 
security measures are being taken for this year's tourna­ 
ment (April 9-12), according to Mrs. Wilda Gwin. executive 
secretary of tournament headquarters. 
“ There will be more bodies,” she said. “ But there won't 
be any more fences. Other than that. I cannot say what 
security measures will be taken.”

Season tickets are sold bv the 
Augusta National, and they were sold out by January Mrs. 
Gwin said that ticket applications are screened and in­ 
formation such as, “ Have you been to a Masters before?” 
and, “ What golf clubs do vou belong to?” are asked on 
questionnaires. 
Mrs. Gwin. said she has never known of anyone being 
turned down for a ticket application, if received in time 
Tickets foi the practice rounds on Monday. Tuesday and 
Wednesday, however, can be purchased at the gate. 
The Player concern overshadows the subject of last 
year’s social turmoil, that no black man has ever played 
in the tournament, and that Charlie Siftord, according to 
some, should have been invited. 


The Masters retort was that neither Sifford nor any other 
black man has ever qualified. (A few of the 14 different 
ways to qualify are: The first 16 players, including ties, in 
1969 U.S. Open; the first eight players, including ties, in the 
1969 PGA 
championship. 
U.S. 
Open, 
U.S. 
Amateur. 
Masters, British Open and British amateur champions. ) 
Also eligible are the six professionals on the PGA circuit 
who “ establish best full-year showing from start to finish 
of the last Masters Tournament to start of the next Masters. 
(Two weeks before the Masters. Elder, the current top 
ranking black, was 11th.) 


Another way to qualify is section 13: One player (either 
amateur or professional) not on the Invitation List selected 
by ballot by the Masters Tournament Champions. 
There are 19 living former Masters champions. This vear 
they voted to invite Bob Lunn. Last year, it was Bob 
Murphy. The leading golf clubs in America make up the list 
that the Masters sends to the champions as a guide Pete 
Brown was on this year’s list of 10 or 12 candidates 
Mrs Gwin was asked if Brown received any votes 
“ We aren't permitted to divulge that information "

After the Firestone Tour­ 
nament of Champions in Ak­ 
ron this year, for example. 
Hardwick could be seen per­ 
forming rare deeds on the 
stage of a local nightclub 
He was playing the trumpet, 
which he doesn’t play And 
he was singing, which he 
doesn’t do. either. 
“ There’s about four or five 
cities that really show bowl­ 
ers a good time,’’ he says 
“ The best is in Akron at the 
Tangiers. We just go down 
and take over the place.” 
The first moment came 
after he joined the PBA tour 
in 1962 as a 20-year-old. Sev­ 
enteen tournaments passed 
and Hardwick did not make 
a penny. 


I had been too cocky.” 
he admits. “ Too overconfi­ 
dent. They s h o w e d me. 
though. In fact, they showed 


me so much that I started 
copying 
fellows 
like 
Don 
Carter and Dick Weber. That 
nearly ruined me. Every­ 
body has their own style 
and their’s wasn’t mine." 
H a r d w i c k went home 
broke. He worked to rebuild 
his own game, then scram­ 
bled around, selling shares 
in 
h i m s e 1 f, 
and 
raised 
$3.000. He rejoined the tour, 
he says, “ with metal blind­ 
ers 
on—I 
wouldn’t 
watch 
anyone,” and won four tour­ 
naments, including the PBA 
Championship, and $33,265. 
At 21. he was Pro Bowler of 
the Year. 


After winning $28,407 and 
$34,517 during the next two 
years, Hardwick fell into a 
d r e a d f u l slump, winning 
only $8,420 in 1966 Midwav 
through the next year, how­ 
ever. he changed his grip, 
won at Kokomo, Ind., and 
wound up with $21,010. 
“ The slump was just a 
matter of lane finishes get­ 
ting harder,” he savs. “ I 
hadn’t adjusted my game. I 
was throwing the“ ball too 
slow. Then I switched from 
using my first two fingers to 
grip the ball to my middle 
two and I won at Kokomo bv 
1.000 pins.” 


Hardwick has come a con­ 
siderable d i s t a n c e since 
those days in C a l i f o r n i a 
when, as a 16-vear-old high 
school junior, he quit play­ 
ing basketball (“ I was only 
the sixth man, anyway” ) to 
become a $1.65-an-hour bowl­ 
ing lanes porter.

The clubhead cannot go 
where you want it to unless 
you are correctly lined up to 
the ball—not consistently, at 
any rate. My basic approach 
to the stance, like the ap­ 
proach 
I 
bring 
to 
other 
aspects of golf, is as simple 
as I can make it. I never 
want to have to think about 
six things at the same time 
if two will suffice. 
I try to align my shoulders 
and feet. Everything else is 
connected and takes care of 
itself. 
1 follow a process of as­ 
suming my stance which has 
become instinctive, 
fortun­ 
ately. When I stop to think 
about it I realize that I sfart 
by 
positioning 
my 
feet 
parallel to an imaginary line 
drawn from back of the ball 
to the target. If you aren’t 
sure of your position, lay 
two clubs down while prac­ 
ticing, one alongside the ball 
and aimed lengthwise 
to­ 
ward the target, the other 
across the tips of your shoes. 
If the clubs are parallel^ 
your feet are in good posi­ 
tion. 
After I position my feet, 1 
check to see that my should­ 
ers are square—that a line 
drawn across the front of my 


shoulders would be parallel 
to the line across the tips of 
my shoes and also to the tar­ 
get line. I'm almost looking 
over my left shoulder when 
I glance at the target. 
Then I lay the clubface 
squarely behind the ball, the 
bottom perpendicular to all 
ot those parallel lines.

Beware early in the season 
of closing your stance—mov­ 
ing the right foot f a r t h e r 
from the target line than the 
left—to feel stronger.

Ill timed 


In his Easter message the other day, Richard Cardinal 
Cushing of Boston called for an amnesty for all jailed Vietnam 
war protesters, draft evaders and other Americans who have 
been imprisoned or who face imprisonment because of political 
dissent. 
This would be a show of mercy for young people who are 
“ bewildered and confused” over the moral issues of the war, 
said the Roman Catholic prelate. 
His voice echoed that of Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., who 
two weeks before told an enthusiastic Stanford University au­ 
dience: 
“ As the draft and the war end, we must require the Presi­ 
dent to grant general amnesty and pardon for those young men 
who have been jailed, deprived of the rights of citizenship or 
driven into exile because of their sincere beliefs on the in­ 
justice of the war.” 
These two national leaders are not the first to raise this 
question, nor will they be the last. It is a question which cer­ 
tainly must be faced one day. It is difficult to see, however 
how such a general amnesty could be proclaimed while the con- 
di ions which have created draft resistance and war resistance 
still exist. 
Neither the draft nor our involvement in Vietnam shows 
any signs of ending in the near future, despite the ease with 
which most Americans have put the war well down on their 
list of concerns now that “ Vietnamization” of the conOict 
IS our announced policy.

If amnesty were to be granted those who have fled the coun­ 
try to avoid the draft or who have gone to prison rather than 
serve in Vietnam, how with justice, could we continue to draft 
other young men and send them to that war? 
If a man were to be pardoned for evading the draft last year 
or the yearbefore out of since rely held beliefs, what right would 
the government have to prosecute a man who may attempt to 
evade the draft this year or next year out of similar sincere 
beliefs? 
Congressman Edwards cites seven instances of presidential 
amnesty in our historv. beginning in 1795 with George Wash­ 
ington and the insurrection known as the Whiskey Rebellion 
and extending through Harry S. Truman, who gave amnesty 
in 1948 to 1,523 men imprisoned for World War II draft vio­ 
lations. Precedence is well-established. 


But all these examples of presidential clemency and national 
forgiveness occurred after the particular period of emergency 
or war was over. 
It would be another matter if military service or duty 
outside the country were to be placed on a wholly yolunteer 
basis — except in time of actual declared war. Then we 
could legitimately talk about an amnesty for those who had 
resisted the draft or service in Vietnam. Then we would be 
actmg honorably toward the dead as well as the living. 


This state of things, not just an amnesty in itself is the 
goal to work for.

New crutch 


A new crutch for the cigarette smok­

A self-snuffing cigarette sounds like 
a good idea, but not just 
from a per­ 
sonal health standpoint. 
More lives 
and 
property have been lost in fires 
started by cigarettes that weren’t put 
out in time than have 
ever been hurt 
by the little weed itself.

CAIRO — Nothing was changed on the 
Arab 
side of the Middle East conflict 
by President Nixon’s 
decision to with­ 
hold for the time being more Phantom 
and Skyhawks requested by Israel. The 
reaction in officialdom and in the press 
is as 
virulent and hard-nosed against 
“ imperialist” America as though Nix­ 
on had announced that he meant to go 
through with a second deal to assure 
an additional supply of the superb fight­ 
er - bomber that is the mainstay of the 
Israeli air force. 
The 
balance 
be­ 
tween the 
present 
half - war 
and 
all- 
out 
war 
is as pre­ 
carious as it was a 
week ago, 
a month 
ago or a year ago. 
__ 
If the Nixon admin- 
— 
istration had expect- 
^ 
ed 
any Arab divi- 
W 
dend 
it was doomed 
^ 
from 
the 
outset 
to 
disappointment. 
It 
should be added, 
however, that if the 
statement had approved more Phantoms 
and Skyhawks 
the consequences here 
could have been explosive in popular 
passions, 
putting an end to what is left 
of the American presence in Egypt and 
throughout the Arab world. 
What President Nixon said about his 
administration — watch what we do and 
not what we say - applies with full 
force to the Middle East. The spate of 
words charged with vituperation are part 
of the daily fare. The introduction of the 
Phantoms into the Israeli air 
force 
beginning last September, at the rate of 
about four a month, 
was a major es­ 
calation. 
Now the Soviet 
Union, 
by 
bringing in dozens of SAM-3 missiles 
and the technicians to operate this de­ 
fensive weapon 
that 
fires 
at low- 
flying bombers, had added a new ele­ 
ment. 
If the Israelis 
knock out a SAM site 
as Gen. Moshe Dayan, Israel’s defense 
minister, 
had said 
they mean to do, 
and kill a number of Russians, 
thé 
dreaded confrontation between the two 
superpowers could happen. Dr. Mo­ 
hammed Heikal, editor of the powerful 
paper, 
A1 
Ahram, 
and perhaps the 
closest 
adviser 
to President Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser, 
believes 
that this is 
what will tip the balance. 
The Soviets will not give up the posi­ 
tion they have won in the Mediterrane­ 
an. Should that position seem to be jeo­ 
pardized by a demonstration 
that the 
Soviets are incapable of protecting their 
ally, 
Egypt, 
even when they employ a 
complex weapon operational with their 
own 
technicians, 
they may feel com­ 
pelled to take a far more open part in 
the war. And that,, in turn, would lead 
Israel 
to call on the United States for 
the direct help that is implied in their 
close relationship. Thus the two giants 
would be locked into a trap each had 
sought to avoid and from which all exits 
would be closed. 
The 
search for certainties in this 
part of the world is vain. As the revo­ 
lution 
in Libya showed, an explosive 
overthrow 
can come without warning. 
Certain of Nasser’s 
close associates 
say he is outraged by the wild excesses 
of the Palestinian 
guerrillas. 
One of 
the Cairo newspapers -they are all con­ 
trolled — denounced the destruction of 
the Swiss plane that took a number of Is­ 
raeli lives. 


But whether any restraint can be ex­ 
ercised is highly doubtful. Yasser Ara­ 
fat, leader of the A1 Fatam Palestinian 
guerrilla movement, 
has just been in 
Peking, At a banquet in his honor he 
said that China 
was the first country 
to help his terrorist organization. And 
he was, in turn, 
praised by Vice-Pre­ 
mier Li Hsien-Nien. 
The Middle East 
is accident - prone, and an accident in 
this charged 
atmosphere could bring 
what in theory 
neither side wants. 


There is another more hopeful view. 
With the introduction of the new SAMs 
and along with 
ТЕМ 
at least 1,500 
additional Russian technicians a stand­ 
off has been reached: a mutual deter­ 
rent 
of a kind. 
This will impose re­ 
straints on each side. The Egyptians 
will stop firing across the Suez Canal 
and the Israeli 
raids will be marginal 
and, in effect, token. 


But that means a real desire for re­ 
straint 
on both sides. It means 
a 
gradual 
approach to a political 
set-

tlement with both Israel and the Arabs 
prepped to make compromises. Above 
all, it means that the two super powers 
must 
reach agreement. There are 
those in Cairo who believe that private 
exchanges 
between Moscow and Wash­ 
ington have been extensive, with Mos­ 
cow 
informing Washington in advance 
of the introduction of the SAM missiles. 
The outward 
surface here is so nor­ 
mal. 
Traffic 
rushes along the princi­ 
pal streets and even in the partial black­ 
out the streets are thronged. The feluc­ 
cas with their graceful 
sails 
ply up 
and down 
the Nile, along with a steady 
stream of barges and passenger ferries. 
Busloads of tourists, 
French and Ger­ 
man predominating, 
make the circuit 


between the pyramids and Cairo’s prin­ 
cipal monuments. 
Nasser 
is 
said to have been asked 
by King Hussein of Jordan why he did 
not impose austerity on the country. 
His answer was that his people had en­ 
dured so much of war and hardship that 
he could not ask them for further sac­ 
rifice. 
In a more settled part of the world, 
where revolution and terrorism were not 
a constant 
threat, this might weiÿi on 
the side of an end to the conflict, but 
that cannot 
be said on this boiling tur­ 
bulent zone of peril.
